NEW SIGN 
LANGUAGE _ 
DEVELOPED | 


Sir Richard Paget, 78-yeuar- 
old British lawyer and physicist, 
has developed a new system of 
hand gestures. whereby ‘“‘the 
child deaf from birth will think 
‘and ‘express himsdlf in terms 
of words produced. by” the 
gestures.” 


Sir Richard, who for 13 yeurs has 
been compounding the new sign 
Innguage for the education of chll- 
dren born deaf—a task inwelving a 
study of primitive gestures in many 
parts of the world—demonstrated 
recently to the anthropology section 
of the British Association for the 
Advancement of Sclence 150 out of 
3,000 signs in the vocabulary.
